B elfast, Aug. Ml-T h e s*ctanan strife 
which ha» ebbed and flowed in Belfast for 
many week* recurred Saturday night, an J 
waa conducted in the tnoefc deplorably cold­ 
blooded fashion. 
From midnight Saturday 
night until four o’clock Sunday morning a 
fierce rifle fight prevailed on the » shaukhdl 
and Old Falls road. 
One 
man was killed 
and a large number wounded. 
Expert roarKsmen 
conducted 
the rifle 
fighting from house tops, chimney -tacks 
and street corners, and immense crowds of 
their partisans, who were carefully sta­ 
tioned out of range of the firing, snpplied 
the riflemen with ammunition, removed the 
wounded, and held themselves in readiness 
to assist their respective sides in whatever 
manner might be necessary . 
The Orange­ 
men and Catholics contending were about 
equally divided in numbers, and the moon, 
which sbqne brightly throughout the night, 
assi-ted the aim of the marksmen. 
The Orangemen admit that one of their 
number, a man named MacFarlane, was 
killed, and two, hmith and J ohnson, were 
mortally wounded, while minor casualties 
in their ranks were quite numerous.

AGREE ON SOME POINTS.

An Immen» e Thron« at Chicago Litton* 
to Oratory In Behair of the C ause of 
Erin—A Pl*u for Peaceful Effort and 
a Defiant 
A cswer—A London Prets 
View of the Vtterancefc 


Chicago , 
Aug . 
in.—Twenty 
thousand 
people surged around the stand at Ogden 
grove at the Irish demonstration Saturday 
when Michael Davitt arrived, escorted by 
the Clan na Gael and other societies. 
The 
throng was very cosmopolitan, representa­ 
tives of nearly every nationality being 
present— Americans, Irish, Scandinavians, 
Germans, English, and even Italians. 
The 
Celtic orator was welcomed by a loud and 
long burst of cheering when he was recog­ 
nized, and J ohn F. 
Finerty immediately 
called the assembly to order. In bis address 
introducing the orator of the day Mr. 
Finerty referred to British criticism of 
American citizens interfering in English 
politics and the assertion made by English 
papers that Irishmen who were citizens of 
the United States should keep their bands 
off matters that were not connected with 
their adopted country and attend to doing 
their duty as American citizena 
To this 
Mr. Finerty replied that the Irishmen over 
here had been ordered out of Ireland and 
propored to help order Englishmen out of 
Ireland also 
He was sorry that circum­ 
stances did not permit his fellow Irishmen 
to return to Ireland and return to the 
British government the humane, generous 
treatment Irishmen had received therefrom. 
Ireland was occupied by a usurper; had 
they no right to preach resistance? He did 
not preach violence, but if the opportunity 
ever came to assist the Irish to resist, their 
American brethren would help them. 
His 
doctrine was “ let England go her way and 
Ireland hers.” 
The 
speaker 
spoke at 
length in this vein and his sentiments were 
loudly and frequently cheered. 
Mathew P. Brady then read an address from 
the un ited Irish societies to the people of the 
I n ited States. 
It was a fiery documen t, 
declarin g , amon g other thin g s, that the 
people 
of 
Irelan d 
bad 
the 
rig ht 
to overthrow the ty ran t an d to resort 
to every mean s possible to accomplish their 
deliveran ce; that they had the rig ht to over­ 
throw the British domin ation by force of 
arms, an d that while they con templated 
with satisfaction the results of the efforts 
of the parliamen tary party un der Parn ell, 
they were unalterably of the opin ion that 
n o man bad the rig ht to or could bin d the 
Irish n ation to accept as a 
fin al adjustmen t 
an y act of parliament which did n ot restore 
to Ireland a n ative parliament in depen den t 
of the crown. 
It was evident from Michael D avitt’s 
manner during the president's speech and 
the readin g of the address that he ^as not 
altogether satisfied with the turn the meet­ 
ing 
had 
taken. 
The various 
pas­ 
sag es in the address were received with en­ 
thusiastic cheers and y ells, and the founder 
of the Land league received a prolonged 
ovation when he was introduced. 
He pre­ 
faced 
liis speech porper by roundly sail­ 
in g into the precedin g addresses. 
While it 
wa-s ^ n atural, he said, that the 
speakers 
should 
breathe a spirit of revenge ag ain st 
the country which had driven them forth — 
a teeiin g which he noticed was prominently 
dispia> ed 
those in Ireland had to choose 
letw -en wastin g their energies upon a 
fruitless policy of revenge, or husbanding 
them fc.r use in the work of Irish indepen i- 
ence. 
He for one had put aside the policy 
of revenge 
All the leaders bad done the 
same, and he would maintain that he was 
right. 
¡Prolonged cheering ] 
He would 
rather plod on throug hout his life working 
for Irish self-government than to g ratify 
the promptings of the human heart for re­ 
ven g e for what Ireland had suffered in the 
past. 
* 
Here the speaker paused, 
but there was 
profound silence. 
Resuming, he said that 
they had cheered the sentiments of tnose 
who had preceded him, and, although he 
could not produce the same effects, he was 
willing to take the risk of what he said, 
iho light for Irish self-government looked 
different in Ireland to what it did here, an i 
while it was easy to set up an Irish republic 
by patriotic speeches .;,ouu miles away , ttmv 
could not do it on the hills and plains ol 
dear old Ireland. 
Hence they had to strive 
for the best measures possible, and if they 
faded to accept that best they became 
recreant to their trust. 
This was his po*i 
tion. 
It would bo a matter of history , an . 
he was willing to take the blame. 
Having 
expressed a hope that he had not offende i 
Messrs. Finerty and 
Brady , the speakei 
proceeded to review the recent electoral 
campaign 
in Great Britain, 
and sp^ .. 
hopefully 
of the prospect for Irish leg iv 
lative independence, say ing that nolwiih 
standing religious bigotry had been ? - 
pealed to by the Tories, over ],OUO,Ouo i.i,*- 
1:si.men had voted for the principle of home 
rule. 
The land bill had done much to uu- 
feat home rule this time, but an Irish 
parliament would exist in a few y ears, and 
then the landlords would have to 
I ook 
out 
for themselves. 
The charge iu America 
that the Irish leaders had accepted an un­ 
satisfactory bill was answered by the fact 
that the bill conceded what the Irish had 
been fighting for—self-g overn men t A bill 
that woul 1 have made ex-suspects the rulers 
of Ireland should not be judged harshly by 
their friends in America. 
In conclusion 
Mr. Davitt appealed to his hearers for their 
continued sy m p ath y -n ot so much financial 
help as unity and good feeling. 
He would 
thank them for what they had already 
done, but neither he nor the party would 
allow even the great and generous people ol 
America to teach them their duty or how 
they should best work for their country . 
This remark, delivered in an un passion ed 
ton e, was received with fain t cheers. 
Mr. Davitt con cluded amid g reat ap­ 
plause. 
As ho resumed his seat Mr. Fin erty 
arose, eviden tly laborin g un der con sidera­ 
ble ex citemen t 
He made a lon g an d to- 
passion ed address, which was repeatedly 
in terrupted with vehemen t applause. 
He 
said that Parn ell had declared in Lon don 
an d Portsmouth that he would accept Glad­ 
ston e's bill as a fin al settlemen t 
Did Par­ 
n ell or Davitt mean to tell the people of 
America that they would hide un der a little 
corn er of the Un ion Jack? For himself he 
would say God prosper peaceful methods, 
but if there was an y way he could harass 
an d an n oy En g lan d an d keep her awake 
© n ig hts, he would do It 
If#ome poor fel- 
_? T? *Wi re,drivei110 do 
wasn’t unite 
right don t denounce them. 
Ther bad the 


hangman to race ana tnat was enough, 
h e 
would tell Davitt as a leader that they did 
not want to put him in danger for their 
[the speakers] sentiments, but, please God, 
If it ever came to a fight for Irish liberty , 
there were thousands ready to help even if 
they were 4,000 mile# away . Ho was no 
hy pocrite, and would say nothing behind 
Davitt’s back that he would not say to his 
face, and he wanted to say that he wanted 
no apologies in the house of commons. This 
fight was ours as well as theirs. 
We had 
given money and wouldn’t be chary of 
blood. 
We did not approve of Parnell’s 
offer to accept this bill as a finality . • Great 
God! wasn't it better for the Irish in 
America to tell the leaden what was wanted 
than for the English to tall them. 
Parnell 
bad denied his American brethren in the 
house of commons, but they would not deny 
him, while they would surrender the idea 
of revenge when the English had paid the 
last morsel of reparation for all they had 
dona 
He pray ed God that the hour might 
come when on some broad field array ed in 
the line of battle the race would wipe out 
in honest warfare the stigma of the Boy ne 
and the wrongs of Ireland.

Wundt regards m ot dream representations 
as really representations, since they eir.am.to 
from sensorial impressions, which, though 
weak, continue during sleep. 
An incon­ 
v enient position during sleep causes the iv pre- 
Mentation of painful work, perilous ascent of a 
mountain, etc. 
A slight intercostal pain 
becomes the point of an enemy's dagger, or 
the bite* of an enraged dog. 
Difficulty in res­ 
piration is fearful agony caused by night­ 
mare, seeming to be a weight rolled upon the 
<d» est, or a horrible monster which threatens 
to stifle the aleeper. 
An inv oluntary exten­ 
sion of the foot is a fall from the dizzy height 
of a tower. 
Flying is s-uggested by the 
rhythmic mov ements (d respiration. 
Further, “ those subjectiv e v isual and audi- 
t f l y sensations which are represented in a 
waking state as a luminous cba<*s of an ol*- 
Retire v isual field, by humming and roaring 
in the ears, and especially subjectiv e retinal 
sensations, hav e an essential role,” according 
to Wundt.

birds, butterflies, 
fish, multi­ 
colored 
pears, 
flow» r-, 
etc.

The sleeper sometimes dreams 
of his appearing on the street, or in society 
only half dressed: the innocent cause is found 
in some‘of the bedclothes hav ing fallen off. 
An inconv enient position of the sleeper, a 
slight hindrance to respiration, or interfer­ 
ence with the action of the heart, may be the 
cause of dreams where one seeks an object 
without t*eing aide to find it. or has forgot­ 
ten something in starting on a journey. 
The 
mov ements of respiration may suggest to the 
sleeper, as prev iously mentioned, flying, but 
this flight may be objectiv e, and instead of 
himself flying, he sees an angel descending 
from the heav ens, or a luminous chaos where 
birds are swiftly mov ing. 
The representation of dreams hav ing sen­ 
sorial origin may hav e mingled with them 
those which arise solely from the reproduction 
of part memories. 
Parents or friends cut off 
in the flower of life, ordinarily appear in 
dreams, because of the profound impression 
which their death or burial has made, “ hence 
the general opinion that the dead continue 
during the night their intercourse with the 
liv ing.” --Medical New*.

RATES. 


P lants o f th e “ T rade” Paper. 
Home of the most profitable newspaper 
property in this country is found in the 
plants of the “ trade” paper. 
A glance within 
a newspaper directory will conv ince any one 
of the completeness with which this field is 
cov ered. There is scarcely a trade or in­ 
dustry or enterprise that has not its repre­ 
sentativ e journal—either daily, weekly, fort­ 
nightly or monthly. Some of these aim to 
cov er all the news points in the trade they 
represent, and giv e, besides general informa­ 
tion on the subject, editorial and other com­ 
ment relativ e to their particular trade. Others, 
through neglect, inability or laziness, hav e 
let their adv ertisements grow up till they 
hav e choked out the news features. 
This is 
especially true of thè older and richer ones. 
The adv ertising space inv ariably increases 
at the estense of the news columns. 
The 
adv ertising rates are v er^y high, as the price 
charged fer subscriptions is but a nominal 
one. 
In fact, m any of tlae magazines dis­ 
tribute a goodly p a rt 
of their circulation 
gratuitously—and they 
cqji Wei] afford to. 
The journals of the brew efs, inm men, furni­ 
tu re m anufacturers, and the railway papers 
are by far the richest of 
the hebdomadal 
n* wspape rs in this city. 
Most of these were 
started since the great fire, and hav e waxed 
great upon the m anufacturers whom th ey

The v ital statistics gathered for the last 
census put the mean annual birth rate 
o f the 
United Ntates at 36 per 
Ijxxi of population, 
and the death rate at IS per 1,000. How these 
ratios compar* with those of Eurojiean states 
the following table will show:

Assuming that our v ital statistics are com­ 
plete and accurate, the birth rate of the 
United States is somewhat 
le s s than the 
av erage rate of the fiv e countries included in 
the table, and the death rate is less by ov er 5 
in the 1.000. 
But, unfortunately, we cannot 
fairly compare the American with the Euro­ 
pean statistics. 
As Dr. J. H. Billings points 
out, in his v oluminous report on the subject, 
it was inqKcsible to collect for the census 
data relating to birth* and deaths which 
could 1«* treated ca full and trustworthy; 
whereas in Europe such statistics or© worthy 
of entire confidence. 
Yet be has carefully 
made such allowances for imperfection* that 
the result, as giv en by him, may lie accepted 
as approximately correct. 
The birth rate among the colored people is 
higher than among the whites of the south, 
and more especially in the cities. In twenty- 
three counties, containing cities or large 
towns, and hav ing an aggregate population 
of 5km, 129 whites and 589,038 colored, the birth 
rate« per !,<*** of the liv ing population were, 
for the whites. 
71; for the colored, 35.OK; 
but in fifty-one southern counties, containing 
only v ery smull towns, and hav ing an aggre­ 
gate population of 542,705 white« and 591,3.36 
colored, the rates were, white, 34.31; colored. 
39.40. 
Jn the cities also the death rate is I 
much higher among colored than among j 
white infants, just as it is higher in New 
York among the children of the poor and of 
the tenement house district* than among the 
children of the more prosperous and tietter 
housed. 
A curious fact regarding sex in births is 
brought out in the report. It is that the 
proportion of female births was larger among 
the colored than the whit*« . 
For each 100,- 
000 nude births there were 95,400 female 
births, but in the colored population the pro­ 
portion was nearly 99 females to 100 male« . 
Dr. Billings also make* 
a v ery suggestiv e 
comparison lietween the number of births in 
different states and the number of women be­ 
tween the ages of 15 and 49 liv ing in those 
states. 
For instance, to each 1,000 female* 
lietween these ages there were during the 
census year 71.0 bi.lhs in New Hampshire, 
H2.9 in Massachusetts, 8-3.2 in Connecticut, 
88.7 in Vermont, 93.9 in New York, 1*5.1 in 
Pennsylv ania, 122.4 in Indiana, 1.33 in Iowa, 
148,5 in Louisiana. 156 in Georgia, 187.4 in 
Texas, and in Utah 198.9. 
Theue figures 
bring into prominence the low birth rat© of 
New England, where, but for the fecundity 
of foreign immigrants, the proportion of 
births would lie much less, for the rate of in­ 
crease among the nativ e population of the old 
stock is startlingly small.—New York Hun.

J. W. Chace as cashier. 
Theae gentle­ 
men were in turn succeeded by Avery 
J ohnson as president and F. A. Truman 
as cashier, and in the year 1879 another 
change was made by which a considera­ 
ble amount of the stock changed hands 
and a uew directory resulted who elected 
J ason C. Ayres president and J ns. A. 
Hawley cashier; both gentlemen still oc­ 
cupy these positions to the general con. 
fidence and satisfaction of the public. 
J ohn Coleman as assistant cashier has 
been with the bank for about ten years 
and is well known to our people as a 
thorough and correct business man, al* 
ways affable and courteous to the custom­ 
ers of the bank, whose survices add ma­ 
terially to the popularity of this bank. 
Of the former officers Mr. J enks 19 now 
deceased; Mr. Luens lives in Carroll coun­ 
ty, Illinois; Mr. Chace resides at Red Oak 
Iowa. 
The Dixou National Bank is one of the 
solid institutions of our city. 
N otw ith­ 
standing some losses in the earlier years 
of its history it has steadily held a large 
share of the deposits and its stock has 
been a desirable security, paying divi­ 
dends of about eight percent, per annum. 
Since the present management has come 
into control the stock has gained io value 
and is now selling at about 110.

stock of this bank is mostly held by our 
own citizens.

C H A R A C T E R FROM T H E IR FENCES. 


Tb© faclocnre« of Prominent Men, and 
How They Tell What the Owner« ate 
L !!te« A New Method of Character 
Heading. 


A week ago I was as all unconscious of the 
social value of fences 
as the fiercest person 
who searches this column* of fence lore. 
A 
little visit to an artist friend who makes his 
home on the crest of the hill that reaches 
down to the Hudson, back of Irvington, first 
opened my eyes. 
The hundreds of millions of 
dollars that live along this hill have made 
even the fences significant. The wooden < r 
iron or stone barriers that border the road 
all tell of the characters of tho owners as 
plainly as if the rich men had come out and 
written them in the dust. At least, tlmt is 
what my artist-philosopher friend said as wo 
drovt past the beautiful villas, and he ought 
to know. 
Take Mr. J ay Gould’s fence, for instance. 
Knowing the man as you do, what would you 
esi>eot to find! A flimsy structure that would 
let half the cows of the neighborhood stray 
Into the grounds, or give wandering tramps 
an opportunity to drop lu and call on the 
little great man 
i Well, hardly. 
You know 
that of all the fences that shut in those acres 
of smiling lawn and shaded woodland that 
stretch in country homes for miles and miles 
along the Hudson, there is no stronger fence 
than his. 
There is no need to tell you tlmt. 
You know it already, even though you have 
never seen his country place. 
TO SHUT IN MILLIONS. 
The fence is built as if to shut in millions. 
Its broad stone sections, closely cemented, 
show not the smallest ere Vice through which 
any of the outside world can penetrate. 
The 
stone coping that crowns the whole sheds the 
rain just us its owner shakes off the envy of 
those about him, and the thick masonry, 
strong us a prison wuill, seems to keep out 
everything of sympathy and of affection. 
It 
is too hard climbing for the« » gentler virtues 
to get over the fence. And then, 
t i s if to 
crown the whole, a thick hedge rises txdiind 
the w’all and selfishly shuts out from free 
view' the beautiful grounds and the river 
below. 
But not all selfishly. 
In one place a 
great tree has grown just in the line of the 
wall, and so that the tree may not l>e harmed 
the solid fence takes a sudden dip around it, 
making a charitable V, with the tree in the 
middle, and then continuing in the same 
straight line. 
Massive square gate posts guard the two j 
entrances, and the gates are of severely plain 
timliers, heavy enough to do duty 
us b atter­ 
ing rains. 
There are two lodge?, too, one at 
each gate. 
Past one of 
these tb *- pub lic is 
usually allowed to drive, to 
see the grounds. 
Tho 
other is the private entrance, and is 
always jealously closed.

afraid to grow there, and I n't ween tho crev­ 
ices theyjHs'p out boldly as if they knew they 
would not I** disturb'd. Conservative and 
English as the careful head of the great pub* 
fishing house, the wall with the lmnked-np 
earth reaching to its very top, solid as the 
rampart of a fort, has yet something of 
friendliness about it, and I really tielievc it ia 
the only place for fifteen mites ntxnit whew a 
tramp would dare enter and ask for food. 
And now having learned so much fence 
lore, let me give just one more picture and 
you shall guess at the character yourself, A 
fence built of big, round bowlders, so large 
that two of them reach above your waist, 
w itb a mass of greenery growing over all, 
making it look more rustic than it really is. 
An artificial rustic gate, made in the shops, 
a gate of boughs and twisted roots, turned 
by machinery and not by nature. 
Over this 
queer wooden gate, that tries so hard to l*> 
natural, sand has been sifted until it glistens 
in the sunlight us if it were of ii’on. So you 
can take your choice and call it iron or wood, 
or anything you pleas» *, ami yet Is» right. The 
strip of turf that runs down to the roadway 
is kept scrupulously licit, and the bravest 
daisy that ever lift<*d im head to the sunlight 
wouldn't dure show itself in such u painfully 
out-of-the-way place. 
That is Mr. Field’s 
fence.—T. A. Duneka in New York World.

PAID BY TH E GREAT REPUBLIC TO 
A BRAVE SOLDIER. 


U nveiling of a Sta tue to DeK a lb Tha t 
Ban Been Over a Century B u ild in g — 
Secretary Bay ard l'» e» the Ceremony 
to Point a P olitica l M oral—D escrip­ 
tion of the Monument* 


A n n a p o l i s , Md., Aug . 17. —The erery 
day population of Annapolis it about 10,0OU, 
but Monday fully 2.yi00 people crowded 
and g ood-naturedly jostled each other in 
her dusty narrow streets, the occasion being 
the unveiling of a monument to Baron De- 
Kalb 
The procession prior to the cere* 
monies formed at I o’clock at Church circle, 
and marched throug h the principal streets 
to the state house g rounds 
The proceesion 
was composed of United States officers, 
cadets and marines, several reg iments of 
state militia. Knig hts of Pythias, and other 
civic societies—in ail about 3,000 men. 
The 
ceremonies attendant upon the unveiling of 
the monument, which were acc ording to the 
Masonic ritual, and under the auspices of 
the Maryland Grand lodg e, were not beg un 
until 3 p. m. 
Secretary of State Bayard 
and the Turkish minister occupied seats on 
the platform. 
The ceremonies consisted of 
apply ing the square, the level, and the 
plumb to the base, and spreading corn and 
pouring oil and wine on the stone. Prayers 
were said by Rev. J oseph B. Stitt, of Balti­ 
more, and the United German Sing ing 
societies of Baltimore song “ America” 
As 
the Masonic rites were concluded, the veil 
was thrown off the statue by Grand Marshal 
Conway, and the bronze imag e of DeKalb 
was exposed to the view of the multitude, 
who made the air ring with their cheering ; 
the brass bands saluted and the troops pre­ 
sented arma 
Mr. Ephraim Keyser, the 
desig ner and sculptor of the monument, 
then stepped in front of Secretary of State 
Bayard, and in a few well chosen words 
transferred his work of art into the bands 
of the g overnment 
Governor Lloyd then 
introduced Secretary Bayard, and when 
the hearty applause* with which he was 
g reeted bad died away , the secretary spoke 
as follows; 
F ellow Cit iz e n s:—I n obedience to the 
official duty enjoined by the act of cong reas 
authorizing tbe erection of this monument, 
as secretary of state, in the n am e an d be- 
hal£ of the gov ern m en t an d 
people of

m en t of Baron John DeKalb, a m ajor in the 
arm y of the U n ited States.

strugglo "to m ake,” as Jelt'erson wrote Kos­ 
ciusko, “this gov ern m en t in practice w hat 
it was in prin ciple—a mod el for the protec­ 
tion of m an in a state of freed om an d o r ­ 
d er. ”
